stormwind. Here the atmos. 
phere above is usually as calm 
as the sea below. The great 
rivers of the air, the trade 
winds, like the great’ rivers of 
the ocean. do not touch this re- 
gion. Around the edges of this 
continent of seaweeds float 
debris brought by the currents 
from far-off lands. Coconuts are 
‘entangled in the boughs of great 
trees’ that once grew on the 
banks of the Orinoco and the 
Amazon, a thousand miles and 
more distant; here are. trunks 
of the ceiba from the River Plate, 
and palms and other trees from 
the Gambia. Anything that 
floats -an empty keg, or a watzr- 
logged derelict ~once it gets into 
the ocean current stops at this, 
the graveyard of the odean. In 
the central part of the Atlantic 
the flow of the, surface water is 
not steady in any direction, and 
thus the seaweed and vther 
flotsam of the currents tend to 
accumulate. «Along the eige of 
this continent of seaweed are 
floating islands of. varying size 
that. like the plain of marine 
vegetation stretching away over 
the horizon, are of the yellow 
sulfweed, calied by the Spaniards 
* sargozo. ™ 

Between the-e island» and the 
Saragossa Sea lies a clear chan- 
nel of water only afew hundred 
feetin width. It all looks solid 
to the eye. But the surface is 
neither firm enough to. walk 
upon, nor liquid enough to allow 
the passage of a boat. Who falls 
into itis drowned, if he cannot 
be reached from his craft, for the 
clinging weed entangles. itself 
about and makes the strongest 
swimmer powerless. It clogs the 
screw of a steamer, and brings 
her toa stand, and any sailing- 
ship that runs her bows into the 
deep matted web of weed is lucky 
if she escapes.quickly into clear 
water. The only method which 
could be adopted to explore the 
Saragozsa Sea would be by the 
using of a riverweed cutting:

Visitors» to che battlefield of 
Waterloo will have read with o 
feeling of some regret the an- 
nounementthatthemuseum which 
wax formed in 1825 by Sergeant- 
Major Cotton is about to be sold. 
An effort was made in 1909 to sell 
the collection, but the reserve 
price was not reached. The Roya! 
United Service Institution has 
been approached with regard to 
the purchase, but owing to lack 
of space and to there being al- 
ready in the museum in White- 
halt a large namber of similar 
exhibits, it was not found possible 
to make any offer.

YOKOHAMA. 


Reports published at Osaka, 
whether based on actual survey 
or on conjecture it is impossible 
to say, state that the damage to 
the harbour in Yokohama is not 
so great as was at first anticipat- 
ed. Though the breakwater has 
sunk a Httle more than ten feet, 
it is claimed that the foundations 
are as firm as before, while the 
different anchorages inside tha 
harbour are untouched, excepts 
for o rise in the bottom of the 
sea, in places as much as one 
foot. As regards the wharves. 
it is further claimed that those 
constructed of concrete suffered 
little damage from the quake. 
and that the necessary 
repairs have been or are being 
effected by the military engineers. 
It is considered a matter of ex- 
treme urgency to push on the 
harbour repairs as rapidly as 
possible, not only to have a nearer 
port of discharze for the building 
material required by the dastroy- 
ed cities and for reltef supplies.
